Because Cyrus 
gave the world its firs: charter of 
human rights, Shah Mohammed Re- 
za Pahlevl decided that the anni- 
vergary belonged to the whole of 
humanity, and 63 nations accepted 
his invitation to celebrate with him. 

The place was unique. On the 
barren plain in the shadow of this 
fabled ruin, French craftsmen con- 
jured up as living quarters for the 
heads of state and other high digni- 
teries a village of round, blue- 
trimmed betge tents, fitted inside 
like expensive hotel sultes — with 
pools and fountains and trees and 
rose gardens — almost all of it 
brought by road or flown from 
France. 

Alexander the Great destroyed 
Persepolis in 330 B.C. because, sald 
Greek historlans, one of his courte- 
sans wanted to see 2 city burn. 
It ts one of the wonders of the 
anclent world, and few parties have 
ever had ἃ more spectacular back- 
drop than th2 spotlights playing on 
its mighty ruins. 

The banquet iiseif was staged in 
a vast tent, 242 feet long and 82 
feet wide, canopied in imperial red 
velvet and softly lit by 14 ciande- 
Uers.

Freedom of press 


That day — September 22 — the 
Christian Democratic Party Council 
issued a statement expressing its 
concern at the threat to the free- 
dom of the press, “as evidenced 
by the premeditated and continuous 
plan to control existing information 
media.”

‘Legal’ devices 

The special features of the “San- 
tiago model” are outwardly “legal” 
devices such as officially encourag- 
ed strikes and multiple economic 
and financial pressures designed to 
force private concerns out of busi- 
ness and justify the appointment of 
government recelvers or adminis- 
trators. 

The “Mercurlo" group is a major 
sufferer from this 
Apart from the morning “Mercurio,” 
with its editions’ in Santiago, Val- 
paraiso and Antofagasta, the group 
pubiishes afternoon dailies, “Ultimas 
Noticias” and “La Segunda.” To- 
gether, ‘the group's newspapers have 
more than 50 per cent of the total 
press circulation in Chile— that ts, 
More than the rest put together. 

Government pressure has reduced 
advertising by 40 per cent since 
President Allende took over; by 
government edict, the nationalised 
banks are refusing loans; tax of- 
ficials, “in residence" in the “Mer- 
curio” offices for nearly a year, ap- 
parently continue to seek proof of 
the charges of embezzlement and 
other irregularities freely made in 
public speeches; and massive re- 
trospective taxes have been levied. 

The “Mercurio” stockholders—the 
Anglo-Chilean Edwards family — 
may be abie to scrape up enough 
money to meet tax deadlines, but 
Allende has a trump card up his 
sleeve: the impending nationalsa- 
tion of the newsprint and printer’s 
ink supplies. 


Political benefits 


There are clear political side- 
benefits in these tactics. “El Mer- 
eurio” has always taken its stand 
in defence of political freedom, in 
a country that was once regarded 
as a model democracy — unlike the 
recurrent dictatorships of some 
other Latin American states. But 
goverament pressures are forcing 
the newspaper into the position of 
appearing to defend only the 
wealth of the Edwards family and 
the privileges of the rich. 

Tt is ali curiously reminiscent of 
Hitler's multiple pressures on the 
German press in 1933-34, and 
known 35 Gleichschaltungsverfah- 
ren — in effect, neutralisation and 
understanding. For totalitarians are 
much the same everywhere, whether 
they call themselves Nazis, Com- 
munists or just Marxists.

The Bill, to legalise all sexual 
conduct between consenting adults 
in private wags moved by Mr. Willie 
Browne, a black Democratic As- 
semblyman, who sald many of his 
colleagues felt they could not back 
it without committing political 
suicide. Now they were learning 
that their fears were out of date. 
“We have at least 60,000 homo- 
sexuals in San Francisco alone. 
That's quite a force politically. And 
the final vote was higher than we 
expected.

ISRAEL MAKES ITS PRESENCE FELT 
AT ANNUAL FESTIVAL IN BERLIN 


BERLIN. - 
PR ig very much in the news 
here. The two concerts given 
here by the Israel Philharmonic Or- 
chestra recently were a tremendous 
success, but the Germans were also 
very much aware of their political 
implications. 

Israel had sent its most represen- 
tative musical body to open the fes- 
tival and ‘tthe programme included 
a work by an Israeli composer who 
himself was present. 

Further, the Orchestra, with Zubin 
Mehta as conductor, after a tre- 
mendous and prolonged ovation, 
made the unique gesture of playing 
Hatikva at the end of the concert. 
This indeed was an unconventional 
gesture — and probably the first 
time that such a thing has hap- 
pened in the world famous hall of 
the “Philharmonic.” All this had tre- 
mendous impact. As one critic put 
it: “Such a grand gesture can only 
be made by 8 great actor.” 

Musically the Orchestra was una- 
nimously praived by critics, who 
used the most flattering superla- 
tives. The string section was hailed 
as one of the best, if not the best 
in the world. While the wood-winds 
impressed less, the brass section 
was in excellent shape. 

Ma'ayani’s “Qumran” was praised 
as original, inspired and profession- 
ally of the highest standard. Ma‘a- 
yani, however, can regard himself 
as lucky not to have been eliminat- 
ed by afew avant garde-minded Ber- 
lin critics, who are of the opinion 
that the use of foliore, ethnic ma- 
terial and liturgical themes in mo- 
dern composition is a matter of the 
past. These critics seemed to have 
been genuinely impressed by the 
ptece without being influenced by 
non-musical criteria. 

Two presentations of “Moses and

Sitting in the huge Berlin Opera 
House (a new building, constructed 
after the war) and listening to this 
opera, which is perhaps the very 
essence of Judaism, being presented 
to a German audience, one cannot 
but smile with bitter irony.

Weak translation, readers 
don’t stop Shalom Aleichem 


The best item on the programme 
was about a locomotive in which 
technology ran away with Jew and 
Gentile, layman and priest alike.

Machine ‘makes’ 
good weather 


Faith-healing 
rabbi faces 
fraud charge 


NEW YORK. — A G8-year-old or- 
thedox rabbi and three of his re- 
latives were indicted in the Bronx 
on Wednesday on charges that they 
took money for Cabalistic ‘aith- 
healing rituals that never took 
place, the “New York Times” re- 
ported yesterday. 

‘The indictments told of people pay- 
ing as much as $1,387 for health- 
restoring. silver crowns that were 
nqver made. Others, the prosecutor 
said, financed prayers by 10 “holy 
men” who, it was promised, would 
gather nightly for 26 consecutive 
nights to obtain cures for ajling 
supplicants. The Bronx District At- 
torney, Burton Roberts, alleged in 
the indictments that “no holy men” 
were assembled. 

In four separate cases that have 
eome to Light so far, Mr. Roberts 
said more than $5,000 were pald to 
Rabbi Solomon Friedlander, who 
lives above his synagogue at 
Grand Concourse in the Bronx, The 
District Attorney said his investi- 
gation began last spring when a 
number of rabbis came to his of- 
fice, bringing with them members 
of the congregations who, they 
charged, had been gulled. 

Rabbi Friedlander, his son-in-law 
Isidore Dollinger, his son Rabbi 
Felix Friedlander, and a cousin, 
Jebo Friedlander, all pleaded not 
guilty to the charges. Rabbi Solo- 
mon Friediander’s daughter Judith, 
and another cousin, Rabbi Moses 
Friedlander, were Usted in the in- 
dictment as co-conspirators but not 
co-defendants. Those indicted were 
released on thelr owo recognizances. 
The hearing was set for next 
mozth. 


Nixon move to 
aid minority 
group businesses 


WASHINGTON (Reuter), — Pre- 
sident Nixon on Wednesday stepped 
up his drive to give Negroes and 
other minority groups a bigger 
stake in the country's business. 

He announced that over the next 
18 months he would seek an extra 
$100m. from Congress to help de- 
velop businesses owned by Negroes, 
Indians, Spanish-Americans and 
other minorities. 

In a message to Congress, Mr. 
Nixon sald these minorities re- 
presented one-sixth of all Amer- 
jeans — ebout 35 million people — 
yet ~they owned only about 4 per 
cent of America’s businesses. And 
these businesses, he seid, account- 
ed for less than 1 per cent of the 
country’s gross business recelpts. 

Mr. Nixon said that his Admi- 
nistration was proud of its record 
in promoting minority business, but 
enormous economic inequities still 
Temained to challenge the will and 
resourcefulness of the country.

LONDON (FWF). — 
8: people feel “under the 
weather” at one time or another. 
Current research indicates the 
phrase is often an exact descrip- 
tion of what happens when one 
feels low or depressed. It may often 
be caused by an electrical charge 
in the air. As a result of the re- 
search, machines are now being 
manufactured in Britain which can 
generate the right sort of “weather” 
in a house, office, or even a motor 
car —- the sort of weather that 
cheers you up. 


The research is centred around 
the scientific term “ionisation.” If 
there ig too much positive jonisa- 
tion in the atr many people tend to 
feel heavy, lethargic and depressed. 
When negative ionisation predo- 
minates, however, most people tend 
to feel good It is the difference 
between heavy air before a thunder- 
storm (charged with positive ions), 
and the sparkilng refreshing air 
after a fall of rain (charged with 
negative ions). 

Tonisation 

Tonisation was recognised as a 
phenomenon soon after the dis- 
covery of electricity. Ions them- 
selves are electrically charged par- 
ticles generated variously by cos- 
mic rays, radioactive elements in 
tht soil, ultra-violet radiation, winds, 
waterfalls, or the blowing of sand 
and dust. But serious research into 
jonisation began only about 40 
years ago. Today it takes place in 
America, Russia, Germany and Bri- 
taln, It was discovered to affect 
moods in 1932. Dr. C.W. Hansell, 
research fellow at an American 
lJaboratory, noticed dramatic swings 
in the moods of a colleague who 
worked beside an electrostatic ge- 
nerator. On some days he finished 
work alert and jolly. On others he 
‘was ill-tempered and depressed. Han- 
sell discovered that the bright days 
occurred when the generator was 
adjusted to produce negative fons, 
and the black days when it was 
producing positive ions. 


One of the leading authorities on 
ionisation in the West today is Dr. 
Igho Kornblueh, President of the 
American Institute of Medical 
Climatology and former Director of 
the Department of Physical Medi- 
cine at the Graduate Hospital, Phi- 
ladelphie. He has not only confirm- 
ed the mood-swing most people ex- 
perience according to the type of 
jJons in the air, but hag also found 
that asthma, migraine, and severe 
third-degree burns can be treated 
by exposure to negative tons. He 
told me: “We expose burn cases 
several times dally in an aoe bee 
tioned windowless room. In 85 pe: 
cent of cases no paln-deadening 
drugs are needed. Tons themselves 
seem to trazqulllise people in severe 
pain. I have verified this by | 
Ing at byain-wave patterns. 


“The burns themselves dry drama- | 
tiealiy faster. They also heal quick- 
er with legs scarring.”

at Lod tomorrow 


LOD AIRPORT. — The two auto-

The port spokesman told The Je- 
rusalem Post “this is not the 


start. of winter-season congestion” 
and the backlog should be overcome 
within a few days, he expected. 
The situation hes been ageravat- 
ed by several “exceptional”  car- 
goes, including cement imports 
made necessary by the shortage 
which developed as a result of the 
recent strike at the Nesher works 
in Ramie, and the’ import of beef 
cattle, sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment in order to stabilise fresh 
meat prices which soared recently. 
Yesterday two of the frelghters 
were unloading cement and cattle 
respectively. Several such cargoes 
have ‘been arriving during recent 
weeks, and more are expected.

Car industry’s future 
rests with London

The decision to save Mr, Yitzhak 
Shubinsky’s group of car assembly 
plants rests with Leyland, England. 
Their decision is awaited ag work- 
ers in Haife threaten sanctions if 
they do not get paid. 

Mr. Shubinsky and his partner, 
the British Leyland Motor Company, 
own three units in Israel: Leyland 
Ashdod, which assembles trucks and 
buses; the Autocars plant at Tirat 
Ha'Carmel, which makes the local 
Triumph models; and Til at Nesher, 
purchased two years ago from Mr. 
Ephraim in. which makes com- 
ponents. The -purchase of Til, fin- 
anced with the aid of a big Govern- 
ment loan, has saddled the business 
with heavy debt service 5, 
which helped run the enterprise into 
a crippling shortage of cash. 

Mobilized to sort out a confused 
situation, Mr. Moshe Sandberg, who 
is Finance Minister Sapir's chief 
economic adviser (and will take 
over as Governor of the Bank of 
Israel on November 1), pronounced 
this week that the Autocara group 
needs IL8m. of working capital, 
half of which should be supplied 
by Leyland (which provides the 
engines and other components that 
are locally assembled).
